They deal only with the postal aspect of Diplomacy, and 
do not propose modify the original' rulebook written by

1. The rules of acr>ss-the-"»oard Diplomacy, as given in the rule- 
hook pubMshed by G-ames Research Inc., will be followed as far as : is 
practicable in postal play, < 

2.. The entry fee for GRAUS TARE -games* Will' be $3.50. The Games- 
master undertakes" to publish a move-by-move account of the game every 
two weeks, and to mall this bulletin to the active players by first- 
class mail, A player's subscription shall last as long as does the 
game. in which he is enrolled, but a player who has dropped or been eli- 
minated from the game may receive G-PuA ITS TARE at 3rd-class mail rates at 
the discretion of the G-amesmaster, • 

3* Subscriptions for non-players are 10 issues 'for $3,.00. If a 
player has an unexpired subscription to his credit when he enters a 
game, this credit ^sha 11 be held»over until the game ends, and tjaen ap-

The "Victory Criterion" in the,Rulebook is . as clear as anything 
c*uld"be\ So, C>-f .course, it has been the topic of an i .-aniens e -amount 
ef argument in the Diplomacy press. The words of the Rulebook are: 
'.'As.soon as pne player gains a majority of the pieces on the board, 
he 'is the winner." For example, if after a move there are. only 31 
piece.g (jn the ..board, . gnd 1<? of them., .belong to one player, that play- 
er wins. And this. can happen after either a "Spring" or a "Fall" 
move. "Pall" moves are not complete until all "Winter" builds and 
removals have been completed. 

'Sometime? two powers or alliances are an evenly matched that n» 
winner can emerge. Under these circumstances the only thing to do, 
in postal or ,„over~t he-board play, is to ' declare" a draw. In GRAUSTARK 
games, draws will be declared under, either of the following circum- 
stances:
